He came 
from Spain m any years ago, and w orked himself 
up to his p resent high position of w ealth and in­ 
fluence. He is a trifle like Ben Wood, sallow in 
complexion, w ith a silver-colored m oustache and 
large eyelids th a t shade his vision alm ost en­ 
tirely.

THE INTERVIEW . 
COBRESFONOENT-Recognizing yon as the m ost 
Im portant m em ber 01 th e Casino, we have called 
to Inqnlre, for the H r r a l d , w hat your views are In 
regard to slavery and on the present state of af­ 
fairs in Cuba. 
Señor Z u l u e t a —I am sensible of the Im portance 
of this question of slavery, and 1 can afford to say 
I am as deeply Interested In it as any m an on tbe 
Island. The principal slaveholders of Cuba recog­ 
nize tbe fact, as 1 do, th at the abolition of slavery 
m ost come sooner or later, and we are prepared to 
m eet the qnestlon In a practical and conciliatory 
spirit. Of course there are a lew who shut their 
eyes to this necessity, and will not tolerate m en­ 
tion of tbe abolition of slavery, bat, In the long 
ran, they m ost be governed by the sense of the 
m ajority.

TUB c o m p l e t e KMANCIFATIOM 
of our slaves. 
You m ust bear In m ind th a t we can 
expect no indem nity from .Spain, as Spain Is n ot in 
a condition to afford it. The loss to as would be 
very great, n o t so much in the forfeiture ol tbe 
slave property os in the trem endous decrease of 
production which would follow the abolition of 
slavery, Tbere Is an Immense am ount of capita; 
invested In this Island In sugar and tobacco plant­ 
ing. W hat It would vlold under another form of 
labor Is ap p aren t to anybody. It would necessarily 
furnish a sm aller percentage of profit; but, even so, 
tbere Is a m ajority of the slavcnolders, as 1 am lu a 
position to know, who arc willing to lorcgo the 
profits to 
attain 
tho 
position 
of being 
re­ 
moved from the reproaches of 
civilized coun­ 
tries. 
The 
thing

Is 
th at 
those who 
have 
to 
legislate 
for this island 
know so little of the slavery question. 
In tbe pas­ 
sage of the Morct law tho home governm ent struck 
ont the provision th at negroes over 60 years ol ago 
should bo m aintained, dressed and assisted in 
sickness nntll their death, either by their former 
owners, If they desired to rem ain with them , or 
others who chose to take charge of them. 
Now we 
w ere pericctly willing to accept this provision. 
We knew w hat the opinion of the civilized world 
wonld say If we decreed em ancipation and gave It 
only tbe 
FE A TfRES OP INIIl'M A N lTT. 
The other dav a deputation of slaveholders from 
Santiago de Cnba come here to j)ropose the neces­ 
sity of establishing a hospital at the expense of 
the 
S tate for negroes 
over 
60 years. 
Had

occasion 
for 
establishing 
hospitals. 
The owners wonld have seen to the protection of 
the slaves after they had passed the limit of 60 
ycarA Thus It is th at lu the dlHcnssion oi this 
qnestlon In Madrid the iM ^ctlcat points to be ob­ 
served are more or less Ignored. To handle the 
question properly there stiould be some acquaint­ 
ance with the actual workings of tbe slave system 
on this Island. However much I may see tho ne­ 
cessity and m orality of IM abolition, 1 cannot claim 
to represent tho sentim ents of others, though my 
conviction U th at a g reat m any le d as 1 do. 
FLAN o r AUOLITION. 
C0BBK9PONDENT—As you are one of the most 
deeply interested, w hat m ight be the plan, if any, 
you have in contem plation for the abolition ol 
slavery ? 
Beñor ZULUETA-On a form er occasion we dis­ 
cussed this m atler over. Lately we bad a meeting. 
In response to tae cull of M inister Holer, a t which, 
however, there were only 37 slaveholders present, 
an a Qoti^ng deflam ve was accotnplisbod. 
The 


plan you Inquire about, when throw n in to form, 
would be this. Let the slaves be declared em an­ 
cipated snbjeot to these c o n d itio n s T h e y shall 
pass irom slavery to t |) |p r i m a t e or care of their 
owners for a period ol 1* years; the p atro n ate to 
Temaln in force for tbat period, bat tu be rdfrOHDced 
for reasonable cause. Tbe patronate sbaU bav6 
the right to use the labor of the em ancipados with 
these obligations—to m aintain and clothe them , to 
assist them tn case of slGkneas, to pay them monthly 
such a sum of money as the law may d e t“rm ine, 
and to feed, clothe and aid In sickness tbe cbilaren 
th at may be born to them . 
It should be stipulated 
th a t the patronate of the freedmen cannot be 
transferred except with the m inor children under 
12 years of age, whether natural or legitim ate. 
The m onthly adowancu which we dlscuasi-d a t a 
m eeting held some time ago should be to the 
ernaw w ados of 12 to IS years of age $2 per month, 
able to tbelr parenis, or, tbere being no pareuta, 
tbelr sponsors ijiaarinus), and from 18 to 60 
y earao f age $4 a m onth to the males and S3 a 
m outh to tbe temales. The patronate should cease 
in these ways: flrB^ by tiie expiration of the 10 
years fixed upon as its d u ratio n ; second, by mu­ 
tual agreem ent 01 the patron and bis w ard w itbunt 
tne intervention ol any one; third, by the re­ 
nouncem ent for just cause of the patro n ’s obiiga- 
Uons, and lastly, for 
abuses proved against 
the patron. 
Under 
these provisions, 
should 
the patronato cease tbe etiiancipadoa romulu un­ 
der the protection of the state. Hhould it term i­ 
nate by m utual agreem eut the «mancipado enters 
into the general condition of tho.se who are sub­ 
ject to the regulations of free labor. 
The law of 
M orel wouhl explain and govern the rest—th at all 
those born ot slave m others an.l all over 60 years 
are frqe from tbe time oi the enactm ent of tbe 
statute. 
WHFRK THE OPl’OSmON OOMBS FROM. 
CORRBSFONUKNT-What opposltlou IS th ere to 
this scheme? 
Señor ZULUETA—With the exception of th e peo­ 
ple of the Cinco Villas, there Is a general dlspost- 
tlun to take some effective ste p s tow ards em anci­ 
pation, In the Cinco VlUaa they declare the law of 
Moiet, passed In Jul.v, 1870. covers tbe whole 
ground, it is good enough for them . They argue 
th at in 20 years from now, under the operation 
01 this act, and with tne 
consideration th at 
tho im portation of slaves has cease<l, there m ust be 
an end to slavery. Twenty years la tim e enough 
lor them , and they deem the law sufficiently effec­ 
tual to carry out tho object. But under the pres- 
sure of circum stances and opliUon we consider 
here tha t a more raold scheme of em ancipation, 
which will convince in Its details th at we are in 
ta m e s t In this question, shonld be adopted, 
COBBKSPONDKNT—What disturbance do yon ap­ 
prehend of the business of the Island consequent 
upon em ancipation f 
Señor Zulukta—Not a g reat deal. The tim e al­ 
lowed for em uuclpation would enable us to bring 
in otner labor irom Asia, China and Japan (!) 
This consideration, however, la n ot so effective 
w ith o th er slaveholders, who apprehend th at the 
present relations once disturbed will lead to dis- 
organizauon. From my knowledge of the slave 
people I am not alarm ed a t the fnture. They will 
work with less effect, perbapa, bnt they will work 
nevertheless, and the apprehension of disorder 
and vagrancy Is imaginary. 
THE INSURÜENTS TWO-THIRDS NBORO. 
OORRBSFONIIENT—1)0 you regard the Insurrection 
as 01 serious m om ent to tbe stobiilty of buanish 
pow er in Cnba? 
Señor Z u l u e t a — The Insnrrectlon would have 
been ended long ago If th ere had been anything 
Uke a settled goverum ent m Spain. The present 
one gives no confldeuce and only excites the hopes 
of the Insnrrectiouists. As for Us endangering the 
BtabUliy of the governm ent here 1 am disposed to 
think we can stand It quite as long as they can. 
The Insnrrectiou derives its m ain support now 
from the hope th at Spain is too seriously crippled 
a t home to put io n h any effort to crush It. 
But 
these Insurgeuts are tw o-thirds negroes who have 
run away from their m asters, and the Insurrection 
at the best has neither strength nor character. 
COKRBSFONUK.ST—Uow Is, it theu, you have failed 
to put It down? 
Señor ZULUETA—Many things have happened. 
There has been a great deal of venality In the con­ 
duct of tbe war. There are m en m aking money 
oat of tbe present state 01 affairs who have in­ 
fluence enongh to prolong a w ar th at m ight have 
been ended long ago if there was a serious effort 
made. General Portilla, who was so successiul In 
pacliying the Cinco Villas, will go down in a lew 
days irom now to take command, and we expect 
saiisiactory results to follow. We have quite 
KNOUUH OF SOLDIERS, 
som ewhere over Sü.OOO, and they are well equipped 
aud more than able to dispose of this Insurrection. 
W hat Is wanted is a d irecting head. Heretofore 
they have been badly handled and there was 
always a lack of skill in tbe operations against the 
InsurrectlonU ts, but we have g reat faith in Gen­ 
eral Portilla and he will do everything by arm s 
aud diplomacy tu bring about an end to tbe trouble. 
COBRBSFUNUKNT—Was there anything like a dis­ 
position on the p art of the volm iteers to quarrel 
w ith America on the question 01 tne Vlrginius? 
Beftor ZULUKTA—S< me there were who did. In 
all large bodies of m en you may be su re to flua 
some intractable spirits. Tnere were such am ong 
the volunteers. They were ready to fight, regard­ 
less 01 consequences, but tlie m ajority of them 
were prepared to give a ready obedience to the 
orders of tbe governm ent, and the sequel shows 
vuu they acted In tbe In terest of law and order. 
There are different classes of people tn the ranks 
01 the volunteers, 
borne are ignorant and head­ 
strong, and their acts at tim es bring a certain 
kind of disrepute on the whole nody: bnt you will 
find tbe mass of them are orderly aud lutelligent, 
and execute the duty entrusted to them, which is 
not paid for, w ith a cheerful seU-sacrlfice you will 
find ny no m eans common. 
Here we took onr leave of Heflor Zulueta, whose 
urbanity and com niuuicatlveness were In very 
agreeable co n trast to our anticipations. 


THE PRESS IN FREE CUBA. 


The Mambl Jon rn al, tbe “ W ar B alle- 
tln ,” on the Progress of the Straggle— 
Letter of Condolence to General A gra- 
monte's W ife. 
Some time ago the BgRALn published a Cuban 
official account of the capture of S anto Cruz by the 
p atriots. 
The docum ent was 
token from tbe 
Mambl organ, Bl Boletín de la Ouerra, of October 
10, which, as was then stated, arrived by the 
underground railroad. Two m ore nnmbens of this 
little new spaper, published In the wilds of Cuba by 
the hardy sons of freedom who guard th eir native 
soil, have come to hand. They bear date of Sep­ 
tem ber 21 and 23 respectively. From them the fol­ 
lowing Interesting new s item s are tak e n :— 
General Maximo Gomez reports to the Secretary 
of War bis 
having assum ed cuuim aud of the 
Cuban forces in Camaguey, and the giving 01 orders 
for a general concentration of them In Anton de 
Gnanua, for Inspection. 
A flying column of 300 
horses, and one 01 6uo Infantry was then detailed 
lor service In offensive operations agalust the 
enemy. Several skirm ishes w ere soon had with 
the Spaniards ot Las Yeguas, Atadero and Santa 
Ana, the enem y not daring to leave their cam ps to 
m eet the Cubans in the field. The results of these 
operations were 60 Spaniards killed and 2 p ris­ 
oners, 14 horses and 36 rifles captured. The Cubans 
lost 7 killed and 18 wounded. 
Maximo Gomez, after detailing to the Secretory 
Of War Ills com binauons tbat led to the well re­ 
m embered a ti.c k and occnpatlon 01 Nuevletos, 
proceeds to give Uls official account ol tn at achieve­ 
m ent In these w ords:— 
“The enemy made little resistance. They used 
their artillery, and. In vain, by the aid of rockets, 
asked 
assistance from the 
gunboat 
N eptune. 
Tne d tv was occupied an boor and a half by us. 
The public establishm ents were opened by the sap­ 
pers, aud a m agnlllceut booty was token from 
them , consisting of clothing, provisions, and other 
valuable effects. The enemy bad some losses in 
killed, although the num ber is unknown, and 6 
an u s w ith am m unition were taken. Onr forces 
retired without being m olested, 
u u r losses were 
2 
soldiers killed and 1 officer and 4 soidlers 
w ounded.” 
Gomez then proceeds to give an account of 
desultory actions with o u tlrm g forces. In all of 
which the Spaniards lost 26 killed, and 36 horses 
aud 32 rifles captured. 
The following letter of condolence has been ad­ 
d ressed to the wiie of .th e late Major Ueneial 
Ignacio Agram onte, aud Ys from the aoletin de la 
G uerra:—

along as m errily as a m arriage beU. Ju st a t pres­ 
en t tbe two real candidates for the Speakership 
are Jam es H. Uusted, ot W estchester, aud L. Brad­ 
ford Prince, of Queens. These two genUemen were 
candidates In a certain way last year beiore the 
session opened, and ueitber of them was elected by 
reason 01 the simple fact th at the cnstora House 
clique at tbe tim e controlled the slate m akers, and 
th at quite another man had been booked for the 
position. 
Everybody knows 
now 
Prince was 
treated when he finally w ithdrew from the eonteat 
the night ol the repnbucan causus, and how Hasted 
was treated —the one being made chairm an 01 tbe 
Judiciary Comm ittee and the o ther laid ou the 
sheif as a fignrehead for an Instgnlflcant commit- 
tee. Ail th at uunld be done by the uustoui House 
p arty was done to hum iliate B usted, and a t one 
time it looked as though be would 
BBEAX OUT OF THE FARTY TRACKS 
and fight on his own hook, regardless of the plans 
01 the m ajority. 
But be did not. He rem ained 
tbronghout a steadfast partv m an, an out-and-out 
republican, and before the sesslou closed be had the 
saitsfaciion of flndlug the "lead ers,” who had en­ 
deavored to tu rn him adnft, im ploring him to 
come to their assistance against a powerful com­ 
bination th at had suddenly been made against 
them. For his services during the session, which 
were Invaluable at the time they were given to the 
m eu who m ost needed them , he was promised the 
Custom House support this year lor the Speaker­ 
ship, and it 18 upon this prom ise his m ost entliusi- 
asu c friends are bnilding tbelr strongest hopes lor 
his nnal success. But Mr. Hnstod has more than 
once in the p ast listened to prom ises th at were 
broken to the ear aiterw ard. and it may be that 
the year 1874 may not have in store lor him an ex ­ 
ceptional fate.

Uls claims lor It are bis past ser- 
vices III the House to the party in pow er and 10 
the patriotic way in which he withdrew from the 
contest last year, alter Alberger am i Fort and 
others had done the sam e thing w ith the same 
cmis in view. Both he and Mr. Hosted have been, 
01 late, hard at work am ong the m em bers of the 
house throughout the S tate, and, ol course, the 
friends of each say th at each is ahead in the 
race. Some lour weeks ago Prince’s star was ap­ 
parently in the ascendant, the rum or th at the 
Cusioin House was to go for him to a m an, "under 
orders from h eadquarters,” having considerable 
w eight w ith some 01 the country m em bers, who, 
though they hold no office now, are patriotic 
enough to expect to hold one beiore the session Is 
over.

The Secretary of the Treagury has changed 
tus opinion of the ñnancial condition of the 
country and of his department since writing 
the letter of the 12th of this mouth to Mr. 
Dawes, the chairman of the Committee of 
Ways and Means. Ho has learned a great 
deal in ten days. We sinoereJy commend him 
for his aptitude. There is no one so high in 
position or so able that ho may not loarn 
something. A stubborn adherence to ono’s 
opinion in the face of opposing facts shows a 
narrow mind. Mr. Kichardson thinks now, 
if we can rely upon the news from Washing­ 
ton, that the condition of the govemmout 
ftuances presents a more hopeful aspect than 
when he wrote his letter to Congress. This 
letter, it will be remembered, was of the same 
tenor as his report to Congress at the begin­ 
ning of the month as regards the necessities 
of the Treasury, only it appeared to be more 
urgent for the imposition of fi’osh taxes to the 
amount of forty millions. He even presented 
the bills to the Committee ot Ways and 
Means, and asked Congress to pass them at 
an early day. We have shown Irom the first 
and thronghont the discussion that the govern­ 
ment could and ought to get along without 
additional taxation. Though Mr. Eichordson 
has not come quite around to this opinion, he 
is approaching it, and we have hope in him. 
We are told that signs of reviving activity 
at home and in importations are already per­ 
ceptible in the revenue, and there is every in­ 
dication that the increase, though yet small, 


In the light of these documents the world of 
fiuancial readers will find much assistance for 
a full comprehension of the consequences of 
that great collapse. 


W here Is thb Dipi/omaxic Correspondence 
on the Virginias affair, and why is it not given 
lo the public ?

SouTHEiui Trade Revivino.—The Charles- 
ton News remarks that its issue of the 19th 
iusL contained the largest list of vessels in 
port that has been seen at any one time since 
1865, and in amount of tonnage probably the 
heaviest that has ever occupied the harbor. 
These vessels have been attntcted thither from 
all points by the liberal offerings of cotton, 
rice, naval stores, phosphates, Ac. In cotton 
receipts alone Charleston shows a gain of 
twenty thousand bales over those of last year. 
These are auspicious indications of the revival 
of trade and commerce in the Southern marts, 
and, with the completion of the works of in- 
ternal improvement already in progress, the 
iutnre prosperity o f the South may be safely 
assured. 


\vill go on till it approximates, if it should not 
entirely reach, the old figures. This, it is 
said, is the present view the Secretary has of 
the financial situation and prospect Still hs 
wants to feel secure, and hopes Congress will 
take some action to provide for possible con­ 
tingencies. The best provision that can be 
made is to reduce the estimates thirty or forty 
millioDS, for the expenditures have been on 
too extravagant a scale. They have led to 
jobs, corruption and demoralization. The 
more economical the government is and the 
closer the revenue fits the expenditures, aUow- 
ing always a moderate sum lor a sinking 
fund, the better it is for the morals of the 
country. Mr. Kichardson suggests that, by 
using a portion or all of the thirty millions 
estimated for the sinking fund to meet the 
current demands of the Treasnry, be might 
bridge over all his difficulties, but adds 
that if there were no money convenient 
to be applied to the sinking fund he would 
not attempt to reduce the national debt. 
Well, we think he and his predecessor have 
been too intent on rapidly paying off the debt, 
and that this has been the chief cause of the 
financial troubles of the country and his em­ 
barrassment A hundred millions or so a year 
taken from the pockets of the people and 
from productive industry, to say nothing of 
the cost of the expensive office-holding ma­ 
chinery to collect that sum. bore heaiily upon 
all classes. A sinking fund of twenty to 
thirty millions a year would have been quite 
sufficient until the country recovered fully 
from the effects of the war. The credit of the 
government would have been promoted ju.st as 
well or better by such a policy. We have 
ncce&sarily come to that at last. There will 
be no more hundred millions or fifty millions 
a year raised for the liquidation of the debt. 
Yet it will be well to have a certain sum, if not 
over twen.y millions a year, applied 
to the redaction of the debt. This, at com­ 
pound interest, would, in the course of some 
years, show a grand result, and the people 
would be gratified with such a gradual but 
constant decline of the debt. We think the 
Secretary can have such a sinking fund, even 
with existing taxation, if the eatimate.s be cut 
down and economy be practised. 
In this m.'itter, too, Mr. Richardson, we are 
happy to say, is coming to our views, thongh 
he had not thought of it before. There are, 
he is reported as saying, many unnecessary 
offices and other sources of expenditure which 
could just as well be abolished. He thinks 
the laws creating them should be repealed. 
Very good. We think the same. Will he 
point out to Congress the offices that have out­ 
lived their usefulness and are unnecessary, 
beginning with the Inteinal Revenue ser­ 
vice? Ho does not bold himself respon­ 
sible for the estimates of the departments 
of government other than of his own depart­ 
ment, While this is true there is no reason 
why he should not, as the financial agent and 
representative of the government, represent to 
Congress where extravagant and unnecessary 
ontlays are embarrassing and might be 
stopped. The official delicacy he manifests 
should not deter him from doing his duty to 
the country. 
From this reference to the 
estimates of other departments he appears to 
intimate that there might be an economical 
revision. If the Secretary out of delicacy can­ 
not speak of the estimates of other depart­ 
ments, the President, as the hc»il of the gov­ 
ernment, can call upon them to revise their 
estimates. At any rate the money appropri­ 
ating power—Congress, and its agents, the 
Committees of Ways and Means and on 
Appropriations—can iiuast upon a revision. 
Unfortunately Congress is too lavish of 
the public money, particularly when it 
sees a large surplus revenue, such as we 
have had, te draw upon. 
Mr. Richard­ 
son remarked that last year Congress 
appropriated twenty millions more than was 
asked for by the e.itimates, and added that the 
same power could reduce the amount. The 
truth is almost every member has some bill to 
draw money from the Treasury, and they log 
roll to help each other in their schemes until 
the appropriations are enormonsly swelled. 
Now, however, the public will understand that 
Congress is responsible and that that body 
must answer for the future financial afiiiirs of 
the country. 
After saying many good things and ap­ 
proaching the main question cautiously Mr. 
Richardson comes squarely to the point at 
last He was, he said, in favor of cutting 
down expenditures to the smallest amount poa- 
sible; for such action would, he was convinced, 
very eatisfacterily relievo the present un­ 
desirable turn in the balance between re­ 
ceipts and expenditures. Here is the whole 
matter in the smoUest compass. Let him 
stick to this, let the President and Con­ 
gress call upon the several departments 
to reduce their estimates, and let Congress 
abandon log-rolling appropriations, and then 
no additional taxation will bo necessary. Mr. 
Richardson is hopeful even that the reviving 
0( titk naaajBi.jiMttgidmto: 


in the spring, will bring the revenue up to the 
needs of the government. In connection with 
this subject we may notice that the Commis­ 
sioner of Internal Revenue gives a flatteriug 
account of the r<. turns from the various oolleo- 
tion districts, and that the income from eus- 
toms duties is improving. Another favomble 
indication that we shall get oat of the present 
difficulty without more taxation is, that the 
several executive dopartmonts are about to 
commence, next week, it is said, to revise their 
estimates in detail. It will be necessarj’, 
however, to keep the pressure u[>on 
them, for no executive officer likes to 
cut down expenses in bis department They 
all like 
to handle os much money 
as 
possible, believing 
that 
necessary 
to make their branch of the public service 
specially efficient 
We have, heretofore, 
pointed out where the expenditures could be 
reduced, and ueed not repeat what was said. 
There was a report that the Secretary of War 
had said be could not reduce the estimates of 
his department, but now wo are informed 
from Washington that ho can and is willing to 
cut them down. He proposes even to revise 
the estimates for the military service proper, 
though he thought he had calculated thorn 
clo.sely, and he thinks the sums put down for 
fortifications, armaments and rivers and 
harbors can be reduced considerably. And 
why not ? Surely thirty-four millions— half 
as much as the whole government cost at 
the commencement of the late war—is a larger 
sum than necessary. 'Ihe army is not laige, 
and we do not need a large one in time of 
peace. Indeed, from the peculiar geographical 
position of the country and the nature of 
our institutions, we shall never want more 
than an efficient nucleus in the regular 
army for war purposes. 
It is different 
with the nsvy. As a great maritime and 
commercial nation we require a respect­ 
able navy. With regard to the War Depart­ 
ment, public works, the Indians, public 
printing, the Internal Revenue Service and 
other branches of the service, particularly in 
the large and ambiguous estimate of “mis­ 
cellaneous,” a great reduction can be made. 
Thirty to forty millions can very well be 
saved, and there is no necessity for additional 
taxation.

E U n l g r » n t 
R io d u a Irom K n g la n d . 
In a recent issue the London Times men­ 
tions the prospective large exodus of emigrants 
from England, and comments upon it in the 
most dissuasive and deprecating tcrm.s. No 
wonder the English journalist is excited by 
tiie announcement that a single emigration 
agent will next spring send out 10,000 labor- 
icg families to a selected field in which to seek 
their fortunes. Since the Thnes made this 
announcement, in ignorance of the destination 
of these families, it has been reported that a 
large number of emigrants, under the HU.spices 
of some English management, will be sent to 
Tirginia. However this may be, it is evident 
that the tide of popnlation setting westward to 
onr shores is on the rise, and not on the ebb. 
The English emigrant arrivals at New York 
for the quarter ending September 30 alone 
amounted to 1.5,399, exclusive of the Scotch 
and Irish, who swelled the number immensely. 
The remarkable fact to be observed is that 
the 10,000 to leave England in the spring 
of 1871 (under the auspices of two English 
agents, Messrs. Arch andClayden,) are infami- 
hes. The early colonists of America and Aus­ 
tralia were mostly single adventurers, impelled 
by necessity to cross the ocean; but the 
exodus of 80 many English families argues a 
social movement of an organized and exten­ 
sive kind, impelled not so much by necessity 
as by the attractive and ascertained benefits to 
be derived from the transfer of home. 
If the destination of these families be the 
“Old Dominion” the promise for the invest­ 
ment of their labor and capital will be most 
encouraging both to that State and to the 
emigrant families. The people of the South 
have thoroughly recovered from the demorali­ 
zation of the war, and its jieaceful but labor- 
prostrated society earnestly desires emigration 
of the kind moutioned- 
The extreme South may not be a congenial 
climate for the Englishman; but the climate 
of the border States is uDsurx>asscd. There 
never was a time when the emigrants’ capitol 
could be more judiciously and profitably in- 
vesteil in lands than it can now be in Virginia; 
and, no doubt, the tide of new settlers will 
soon be largely diverted from the remote 
region-s of the West in a southern direction. 
The Times strongly urges upon the outgoing 
families to wait a year and see how the experi­ 
ment works with those who have gone, citing 
the sufferings of the first settlers of -\merica. 
Bat such a dissuasive will not be likely to 
have much effect, for the United' States is not 
now what it was a century ago, and the Euro­ 
pean coming hither is not making “a leap in 
the dark." 


T h e S o u t h , t h e W e s t a n d t h e R e p u b l i ­ 
c a n P a b t t . — We are informed from Washing . 
ton that the republicans of the South are 
indignant at the milk and water course 
of the administration in the Virginias affair;

TMa G reat G old Dlseowerlea la South 
Aft-lea. 
The recent tidings of South African gold 
discoveries furnished by our Natal corre­ 
spondent boar strong internal evidence of 
reliability. In his earlier researches Hum­ 
boldt first pointed out the striking geo­ 
logical fact that the gold bearing fields ore 
found in mountains having a northerly and 
southerly trend. So far in the history of gold 
discovery this geological rule has held good, 
as seen in the auriferous regions of the Urol, 
Australia, the AUeghanies and that long band 
of gold which threads the continuóos Andean, 
Isthmian and Bodky Mountain chains, frorm 
Patagonia to CaRfomia, a distance of six thou­ 
sand statote miles. All of these richly stored 
chains, it will be observed, have no east and 
west trend, but from southeast to northwest or 
from southwest to northeast, as iu the Austra­ 
lian Blue Mountains and Australian Alps. 
The largest gold nugget ever seen was ob­ 
tained from the latter, and weighed one hun­ 
dred and eighty-four pounds, and sold for 
over ten thousand pounds storting; and it ap­ 
pears from our correspondent’s information 
the gold bearing reefs of the Transvaal Be- 
pubhc have the same geological and geographic 
position as those of the Australian mines. This 
circumstance, if alone, would give credibility 
to the acoounta of profitable “gold reefs” in 
this long shut up land of the African. The 
specimens of the quartz from the vicinity of 
Marabastadt ought to settle the question be­ 
yond all doubt, for the geidogist is now able to 
predict quite correctly from the nature of the 
quartz, and even the associated rocks, whether 
the preoious metal is near by. This was 
actually done in 1S40, when Count Strzelecki 
ascended the sienitic dome of Mount Eos- 
coisko, in Southeastern Australia. He sub­ 
mitted specimens of the rocks he had 
collected in his wanderings to Sir Rod­ 
erick Murchison, and that sagacious scien­ 
tist, perceiving their correspondence with 
those of the auriferous Ural mountains, 
announced the existence of the Australian 
gold mines some time before their ac­ 
tual discovery. The outcome from this scien­ 
tific forecast was illustrated at the Interna­ 
tional Exposition at London in 1862 by a 
pyramidal trophy representing the quantity of 
gold up to that time exported from Victoria, 
which was eight hundred tons in weight and 
one hundred and four million six hundred 
aud forty-niue thousand pounds sterling in 
valne. 
Such an enormous yield may lie in the 
stores of the South African monutaius, wait­ 
ing only the axe and pick of the pioneer and 
digger. If, as seems probably true, alluvial 
gold has been extensively discovered in the 
Leydenburg district, the mysterious El Do­ 
rado may yet be realized in that far-off, but 
not inhospitable, clime. 
< 
Oue thing, however, should surely damp 
the ardor of any adventurer who would go 
forth, as so many went to California, alone 
and moneyless. The machinery necessary 
for extracting the shining metal must be 
transported over great distances and .at 
great cost, and the solitary miner, unless he 
can afford to wait a long time for his harvest, 
must undergo great perils and hardships. For 
large moneyed corporations and companies 
the prospect is very bright for an abundant 
gold crop if they can put their faith and funds 
into it.

M arine Oia- 
U n velled M yeterv o f 
aetera. 
A most startling inquiry has recently been 
raised in England regarding a new theory of 
the cause of deviation in the mariner’s com­ 
pass. 
Not long since a writer in the 
Natdicftl Magaxbie, a very high authority on 
marine matters, advanced some remarkable 
facts, going to show that in iron steamships 
one hitherto unsuspected source of magnetic 
deviation arises from the effects of unequal 
and varying distribution of heat over the 
metallic bull. He illustrated his meaning by 
citing the case of an iron steamship going op 
the Red Sea, which had the rays of a blazing 
sun impinging on one side of her hall in the 
morning and on the other side in the evening, 
the effect being a very marked difference in 
the morning and evening deviation. Again 
is cited the case of an iron steamship making 
a passage from Liverpool to New York, and, 
when in the alternate bonds of tepid Gulf 
Stream and frigid Polar water, between 
Georges and Nantucket, with about thirty 
fathoms of shoal water, the master found a 
compass alteration of ten degrees. 
A 
similar deviation has been observed on board 
vessels lying in port when the sun has been 
shining powerfully on one side of the ship 
and the other has been shaded. An experi­ 
ment in thermal electricity shows that if 
different paria of a metallic bar be un­ 
equally heated, or if one part be cooled 
by application of ice and the other 
heated by a spirit lamp, the electric current is 
setup; and the quantity of electricity excited 
is proportionate, not to the absolute heat com­ 
municated, but to the difference of tempera­ 
ture in different parts of the body. But, as 
yet, no experiments have been conducted to 
test the correctness of this novel view, and to 
determine how far, if at all, under the condi­ 
tions named, the magnetic guide of the sea­ 
man may lead him ruinously astray. 
Not Rtrango to say, the writer of the article, 
who modestly suggested merely putting his 
views and deductions to a crucial test, bos 
been sharply overhauled for his prehumption 
in proposing such magnetic inquiry. 
The 
venerable head of the Admiralty Compass De­ 
partment severely critioises him on the ground 
that his own observations have brought no 
such result to light, and dismisses the theory 
os not holding water. But, despito the weight 
of such high authority, the facte stated and 
their consonance with a known law of thermo­ 
electricity, as well as the difficulty of explain­ 
ing many compass deviations in iron ships 
upon any principle hsrctoforo propounded by 
scientists, warrant and demand some satisfac­ 
tory, if not exhaustive, experiments to decide 
the question at issna.

Spanish affaiTs do net indicate many en­ 
couraging signs of imprsrvemenk Oartsgcna 
atm holds out; and, althoogh we are now told 
that General Domingfuez is making active pre­ 
parations fbr an assault, it ia not impossible 
that the rebel city may defy ths national gov­ 
ernment for months to come. In almost any 
other country the town would have been taken 
by storm long ago. But there seems to be no 
soul in the Spanish armies. The soldiers 
will not fight This is just as apparent in 
the Army of tbe North as in the Army of the 
Southeast According to one of our latest 
despatches the repnblioan forces under the 
command of General Moriones are surrounded 
by thirty thonsond Carlista, and oU way of 
escape except by sea is cut off. Stoemers, it 
is sold, have been sent to San Sebastian to 
take on board tbe retreating troops. It is 
quite possible that this noivs is a little too 
highly colored; but that there is some good 
foundation for the report we have no justi­ 
fiable reason to doubt For some time past 
we have heard but little of the Oarlists. The 
süenee has been almost ominous. If tiiere be 
any truth in ttie above report it is quite dear 
that the Corlists daring these weeks of quiet 
have not been idle. The presumption is that 
while we were led to believe that they were 
broken up and dispersed they were oonoen- 
trating their strength. With thirty thousand 
soldiers at his bock Don Carlos ought not to 
have much difficulty in forcing his way to the 
Spanish capital.

The determination of President Grant to 
leave the name of Attomev General Williams 
for the Chief Justiceship before the Senate 
until the nominee shall be rejected or con­ 
firmed is repeated from Washington. It is 
natural enough that the President should take 
this position. He probably regards Mr. Wil­ 
liams as a lawyer of respectable ability; he 
certainly kno-ws him to be a servioeaWe politi­ 
cal friend. Looking upon the Supreme Court 
of the United States only as one of the most 
valuable sources of reward at his command, 
the President does not understand why he 
should be proscribed fr'om bestowing its rich­ 
est position upon one of his most faithfnl 
servitors. But Senators of the United States 
at present owe allegiance to the people, not to 
the Preddont. It is their duty to reject aU 
improper nominees for public offices. Espe­ 
cially is it their dufy to prevent the degrada­ 
tion of the Supreme Court. While they may 
excuse the obstinacy with which the soldier 
President adheres to his unfortunate selection, 
they could not justify their own confirmation 
of a Chief Justice whose elevation to the im­ 
portant office would be a disgrace and a peril 
to the nation.

“The Shadow ofDeath,” by Holman Haat, upon 
wmoh he has been laboruig for three years, liaa 
just been completed, and te now exhlblUug In 
Bond street, Loudon. Our readers will Ibel Inter­ 
ested fti hearing ths orlUotems bestowed on It by 
some of the principal London revteWA 'Ehe Specta­ 
tor remarks'.— 
Tbe motive of the picture te twofoM. First, Clio 
Dulnter te required to exhibit in its (Ullest tnten- 
Blty, and as the primary and leading idea, theieel- 
lugs and emotions of Christ at the moment of oes- 
sauon from daily labor: and then, as a sort of 
second plot In the drama, he has to introduce, and 
to keep In dne aubordiuaUon, the incident of the 
shadow, with Its eOieot opon tbe mother of Jesos. 
Besides these, there te a window to be placed tn 
the background, the perfuratloiii of which 
shall suggest, but not too strongly, a nimbus 
round ths Saviour’s head, and the star nf 
Bethlehem above It; and a variety of accessorlés 
have been added. Including a comprehensive looal 
landscape. All tnte must be represented under an 
effect of the most brilUunt, horizontal sun, shining 
on uear objects, wliicn gives strong deflaltlou to 
tbe shadows, brings out all the forms iu a manner 
equally sharp, clear and telling, and smfces nnoa 
the upturnsd fhce after the ^ n g manner of fcot- 
Ugbtsou the stage. Everything has to be de­ 
lineated with stern, realistic Uuth, nothing 
softened off or left indefinite, and nothing accent­ 
uated in any manner inconsistent with absoluta 
fidelity to nature. Aud among these things, which 
have to be included within a very limited space, 
the principal object must be a tall figure, extend­ 
ing nearly from top to bottom of the canvas stand­ 
ing in about as unbeautUul an aiutude as it te 
possible for a model to be set in. TUese were Um 
oondltlouB under which he had to work, and It 
surely reoalred no slight ingenuity and manage­ 
ment to relconcUe such onnillctlng elements and 
fit them together as to uroduoe anything like the 
unity onmpression whlah we have in this plciure.

And the result te an 
tndependonce of treatmeut which will throw the 
world into controversy. Iu the first place we may 
remark that, though the idea of the existence of 
any trustworthy portrait of Chnsi has long been 
abandoned, yet there te, os we all know, a type 
which lor centuries obtains acceptance. Mr. Hunt, 
throwing aside the tradlUon&l form, goes to na­ 
ture and makes for himself a new type.

We find here, for Instance, un­ 
run to a curpeuter’s feet, and to swell the 
undolr, and. also. If we observe attentively, that 
the teeth of an Eastern saw are turned upwarda. 
Bat these lacts might both have been missed, and 
the picture still pusscss a claim to be called realis­ 
tic. If the form of the carpenter had been nobly 
planned, and carried with it tbe sense of an artis­ 
tic vision keen to apprehend each varvlna expres­ 
sion of Itle and movemcat, aud It the face bad 
been cast In some large mould of natural beauty, 
there would bo no difficulty m finding a justi- 
flcatton for Mr. Hunt’s desire of realism. 
With this motive in the figure-half in weari­ 
ness of toll and half expectant of approaching 
rest, there was room for grand design. Mr. Hnnt, 
however, has supplied but a moagre type of man- 
h'KMl, and has granted to the tece no compensating 
noblUty. The realism here, as oteowhere In the 
picture, te not of a deeper lasting kind, tbe painter 
being, os it would seem, anxious to register pre­ 
cisely what te unimportant, and scarcely conscious 
that higher truth has been missed. In all tbe de­ 
tails of the picture there te au amount of elaborate 
and palustaklng work which only serves to sug­ 
gest the need for the same succeasiui fidelity la 
matters of greater import. Unfortunately, how­ 
ever, Mr, Hunt has not yet found out the way of 
truth that leads to beauty. So far as be has yet 
advanced the acbtcvoment of realism stands la 
conflict with a desire or loveliness. The fiecilng 
and accidental atorUmtes of things about which 
hiH artlntio spirit te so pathetically consclentioua 
still hide from him both the truth and the beanty 
that lie boyoud. There are patnters who 
search ont truth for beauty's sake, aud 
Uiefr work then stands highest in respect of either. 
Mr. Hunt 19 still overpowered by the endeavor to 
realize what te nearest, wlthont a tbonght that the 
reward is not worVU tne labor. It Is uot pleasant 
to think of patient courage and arttetlo toll being 
spent upon no better object than the study of “na- 
ttoual charactonsttcs and climatic effbcts.”

is te r for the In terio r; Duke Decazes, Minister for 
fo reig n AOhirs; M. Depeyre, M inister of Josttce; 
3M. Magne, M inister of F in an ce; Baron de Lurcy, 
M inister of C om m erce; M. UesseUelgny, M inister of 
Public W orks; M. EXirtou, M inister of Public In ­ 
stru ctio n ; General du Barrall, M inister of War, 
an d Adm iral Dom pierre d ’Uornoy, M inister of Ma­ 
rin e. The first on the list, the Prem ier, Dnke de 
Broglie, Is a high and m ighty noblem an, aged 52, 
Who springs from a family of ItaUan extraction 
which em igrated to France in the train of C ardinal 
M asarin d n ^ n g the seventeenth century. 
His 
g re a t grandfather was the tolerably famous Mar- 
Bhal de Broglie, the only one of the pre-revolntion. 
a ry M arshals of Prance who outlived the first Ke- 
pnblio and p art of the relgu of Napoleon. Disgusted 
a t the revolution this sturdy w arrior noble w ent 
off 
to M nnster, heaping 
m aledictions on his 
son, the present Duke’s grandfather, who not only 
em braced the principles of the revolution, b at had 
th e honor of being guillotined In the cause of mod­ 
e ra te liberal theories. ITie n ex t Duke, who died 
Mat throe years ago, was a nobleman of great a t­ 
tain m en ts and sound patriotLsm. 
He was twice 
Porcigu Secretary dm lng the reign of Louis Phil­ 
ippe, and took a foremost rank am ong tnc m en 
Who endeavored to give Prance a stable, constitu­ 
tional m onarchy like th a t of England. 
Until re­ 
cently It was supposed th at he had bequeathed his 
liberal opinions to his so u ; but the p resen t Duke. 
Biter startin g In Ule as a m oderate 
royalist, 
iriendly to liberty of the press and to parllam cn- 
kary governm ent, has tacked about and taken np 
w ith legitim ist ideas of the m ost bigoted type. He 
w as the prim e w irepuller in the parliam entary 
caoal which overthrew M. Thiers, and he lent ac- 
xlve asBlatance to all the intrigues set on foot to 
resto re Uonri V. In person he is handsome, but 
sUgbtly effeminate, being 
n atty in his dress, 
Moneyed In m anners, and addicted to a dulcet, 
quavering m ethod of speech. It should be remem- 
l)cred th at his nam e is pronounced “ BroUl,” and 
n o t “BrogUe,” as it is w ritten ; also th at he 
plum es himself upon being a very correct and eru­ 
dite author. He is a m em ber of the Académie 
Franqolse, has contributed a g re at num ber of his­ 
torical essays to the R'lvnde des Deuz Mondes, ana 
m ay be said to have Uterary blood la his veins, 
ror his m other was the only daughter of the 
famous Mmc. de Stael. The Duke do Broglie Is 
m arried, and has several children, the eldest of 
whom—a son of 22—was serionsly wounded in 
flghtlug against the Commune. This young man. 
Prince Victor do Broglie, is ms fath er’s principal 
secretary. 
PUkB DECAZES, THE MINISTER FOR FOREIGN AF­ 
FAIR.*», 
Is another of those political Proncb noblem en who, 
w hatever may be said about equality, arc sure to 
obtain the snuggest posts lu the S tate by rlg u t of 
birth. He was born in 1810, and by the age of 25 
w as already Am bassador at Lisbon, whence he 
shortly proceeded In the sam e capacity to Madrid. 
A t the revolution of 1848 he retired luto private Ufe, 
and adhered to th at privacy throughout the reign of 
Kapolcon HI., whom he much disliked. 
He is a 
Mlaff-looking Duke, proud of his rank, yet alTablc, 
an d his politics arc royalist, of the Orleaos shade. 
On the fall of M. Thiers lu May he was sen t as Am­ 
bassador to London, but be never rem ained a t bis 
p ost for more than a couple of days a t a tim e, and 
he did not resign his seat In the Assembly. There 
Js no particular reason why he should have been 
appointed to his present high position ex cep t th at 
be is a Duke and the Prem ier’s intim ate irlend. 
However, he is one of those safe men who will 
com m it no blunders, but m anage his departm ent 
in a stolid, lofty, hum drum way, and give excellent 
dinners to the foreign am bassadors. 
Very differ­ 
e n t from nu> Grace is M. Magne, the Finance Minis­ 
ter, who, w ithout noble blood or family connec­ 
tions of any sort, olambored to the top of the 
puliUcul ladder and has held a scat in different

for

years. 
So furtnnaic an exam ple of mluis- 
terlal stability is 
not often seen In 
France, 
w here m ost M inisters hold omcc for a couple of 
years or so. then vanish and arc not heard of 
again. M. Magne was born in 1806, of poor pa­ 
ren ts, who trained him for a governm ent clerk­ 
ship, and were delighted when he obtained a situ­ 
atio n worth $500 a year. 
Young Magne, however, 
being 01 m ore ambitious stuff, studied for the Bar, 
and, on being “called,” rapidly distinguished him­ 
self by a cool and sensible style of pleading, quite 
devoid of ranting, and em inently nn-Frencli. This 
coolness and love of sound sense have been M. 
M agne’s chief stepping stones. H ois not a great 
financier, but ho Is a very shrew d one. 
He will 
n ev er bring out one of tiiose m agnificent budgets 
which boar the im press of genius, but bis m anage­ 
m ent 01 the public purse is ever satisfactory, and 
he is the one French flnaueier in whom the Bourse 
bas any confidence. His g re atest achievem ent was 
the peace loan of 700,000,000 irancs, earned in 1867, 
which was covered 34 times over, and gave the 
world 
to

regime 
would 
have no end. 
In

present 
Cabinet 
M. 
Magne 
wields an 
luflneucc scarcely Inferior to M. de Broglie’.». 
Hu 
Is nomluaUy a B onapartist, but virtually he would 
serve any governm ent which waged w ar on repub­ 
licanism. In private life he Is extrem ely amiable, 
and extends lavish hospitality to bankers, stock­ 
brokers. and indeed to all moneyed men, native or 
foreign, who choose to cultivate his acquaintance. 
Personally, ho Is gray and spare, talks little, but 
listens a great deal, and has a passion for maslc. 
BARON »■ LABCT, OENERAI. BARRAIl- AND M. FORTOV, 
arc throe polltiolana pushed forward by the clergy. 
They arc faiihfhl servants to the Pope, attend mass 
regularly, and arc pledged to do thclr utm ost lor 
the re-chtabllshm ent of priestly authority over all 
a o ru and conditions of men.

THE POLICY OK THE CABINET. 
Snch are the ten Ministers who bold the destinies 
of France a t present In their keeping, and their 
policy may 
be 
summed up 
In the old words 
Itramontane-Cacsarlsm. They are panic strlken 
m en whoso brains wore fairly nnsettied by the 
ctravagances and godless Im pieties of the Coni- 
une, and they believe they have a mission to 
restore “m oral order,” which Is tnelr phrase for 
clerical and 
mlUtnry 
ascendancy. 
They hate 
republicanism of every shade because they believe 
th a t m oderate republicans will always be domi­ 
neered over by the radicals, and, be the hazards 
w hat they may, they will endeavor to crush it. If 
they were wise In their generation they wonld 
see th at republicanism Is not a thing th at can be 
stam ped out by penal edicts, and they would apply 
them selves to crippling the pow er of the radicals 
by giving F rance all the reasonable liberties for 
which the 
radicals 
are 
agitating. 
But they 
are com paratively Ignorant m en, who know noth­ 
ing about the philosopby of politics and can see 
but little ahead of them. If they can m anage by 
dm t of reactionary legislation, swortl and p riest 
rule, to keep France quiet for a season, they will 
flatter them selves with the belief th at she will bide 
always tranquil, and In a few years from this tim e 
they will probably be standing In the sam e position 
as the m an who. alter carefully blocking up all the 
pertures of ills kettle, was m uch paiued and as­ 
tonished to see It explode.

or across the chest. Firearm s are only resorted to 
when the p arties are desperately In e a rn e st; but, 
generally speaking, Frenchm en light only th at they 
may be able to boast o fth e m atter alterw ards, and 
am a n who w ants to boast naturally avoids sncli 
unaccom m odating weapons as pistols. 
Of tne 
many duels th at have occurred on French soil dur­ 
ing the last 40 years but half a dozen have term in­ 
ated tragically, and all these have been foognt In 
an un-Frenchm anllke way, with gunpowder. M. 
Emile de Girardln kUled the journalist Armand 
ta rrc l In 1836 w ith a pistol; M arshal Bugeaud sim i­ 
larly p u t an end to the life of Count Dulong; a few 
years ago the Duke de M ontpensler shot Don En- 
•iquo de Bourbon in the suburbs of Madrid, and 
some m onths since an American, Mr. Appleton, 
hot the banker M. R itter. All these were grlra 
duels; 
but th a t betw een the two Roumanian 
princes was flercer than any of them , lor It was ar­ 
ranged th at the antagonists should exchange lour 
shots aud be sturloncd but 2u steps apart, w ith 
leave to m arch upon each o iher alter the signal 
had been given. The causes th at led to the duel 
arc very rom antic. 
PBtNCE aOUTZO 
is descended from a family who had m led over 
Wallachia. He is a dark, handsom e nobleman, 35 
years of age, and spent some years as an officer In 
the French army. He Is very rich, and, on resign­ 
ing bis commission, m arried a beautiiul Rou­ 
m anian lady, with whom he lived happily five 
years. U nfortunately some estrangem ent arose 
betw een the Prince and his wile. Some say the 
lady was in the wrong, others aver th at the 
Prince's love of dissipation was the m otive of It; 
but, in any case, the breach w ent on widening, and 
about a m outh ago Princess Soutzo announced her 
intention of petitioning for a divorce in the law 
court of Bucharest. The Prince chafed at the pros­ 
pect of seeing a family scandal made public, and 
he was the m ore m censed from suspecting th at his 
wife intended to rem arry as soon as the divorce 
was granted. 
He wished to know the nam e of Ills 
rival, but could not find out. 
He set private 
detectives to watch his wife’s resid en ce; but they 
could bring him no new s of any visitors excepting 
the Princess’ brother and uncles. 
On Sunday, 
the 23d InsL, however, a friend of Prince Soutzo 
accosted him a t the club of the Rue Royale nnd 
said, with m ore lam lliarity th an good taste. “Shall 
I tell you whom the Princess m eans to m arry T” 
“ Who is It T” inquired the Prince, eagerly. 
“ Why, 
I’ll wager It’s th at sm art young countrym an of 
yours, Nicholas Ghika.” Now, there has always 
been a feud betw een the lamllies of Soutzo and 
GhiKS. 
PRINCR NICnOLAS GHIKA 
was a young m an of four and tw enty. 
He, too, 
was descended trom a house of W allachian hos- 
podars, and, like Prince soutzo, had been edn- 
catcd in Franc*. 
He was rich, intelligent and 
well loved by all who knew h im ; bnt there seems 
to

Soutzo, 
P nnce 
Soutzo, 
however, 
believed the report, and determ ined instantly 
on taking vengeance. The Soutzos and Ohlkas

One of the phrases m ost frequently heard In Parts 
during the past year has been, “Dieu, Que le com­ 
merce m m al /” anu, if the bankruptcy returns 
offer any criterion, French trade has certainly 
been going very amiss Indeed. But It always does 
go am iss when political parties are w rangling 
hotly, so there Is nothing new In the p resent cry. 
Uld Parisians can rem em ber to have heard It auy 
num ber 01 tim es wltnln the past 20 years. It 
springs up In the wake of every C abinet crisis, 
talk of revolution, or m m or of war. It does not 
w ait until these oalam itles have become facts; it 
lorestalis them , and when a w ar or revolution 
actually breaks out. It m ay be said th at the Paris­ 
ian trailesm an has discounted the ruin of such 
events long beforehand. Of course, this m ust be 
the case more or loss w ith the tradesm en of every 
country to whom peace Is ever a gain nnd pubUc 
disturbance a loss; but no m erchant or tradesm an 
is so painfully dependent on tranqnlllty as the 
Frenchm an, and this for reasons which It may In­ 
terest the Am erican reader to exam ine. 
FRENCH RENTIER. 
When you hear th at English trade Is brisk It gen­ 
erally m eans th at the w ealthy classes of B ritain 
are m aking a liberal expenditure of their m oney; 
when French trade is brisk it signifies th at all 
classes of the com m unity are living above iheir In­ 
comes. The love of luxuries and of appearances has 
acquired such enorm ous developm ents in France 
th a t French trad e is based no longer, us la m ost 
other countries, on the national fortune, but on 
the general m ania for o sten tatio n ; in o ther words, 
on the national vanity. 
Frenchm en are for the 
m ost p art poor, and are becoming poorer every 
day. 
While tne soU of Great B ritain is divided 
am ong no m ore than 35,000 proprietors, th at of 
France is parcelled out among 9,000,000 owners, 
and as prim ogeniture is banned botn by law and 
custom, every lacrease in the population adds to 
the excessive subdivision of land, and dim inishes 
the few large estates still existing. It is true th at 
the population Increases but slowly, yet it does in­ 
crease, and the fruit ol this Increase Is the «mall 
rentier, a style of m an to be found In no other 
country, 
save 
exceptionally. 
The 
rentier 
is 
generally 
a m an 
who 
bas Just 
enough 
to live on w ithout working. Before 
the great 
Revolution be w as hardly known, for Frenchm en 
of property left the bulk ot their estates to their 
eldest sons and sen t out the others to m ake thclr 
fortunes w here they could. In those days the 
French had colonies. The surplus of their popula­ 
tions sailed Off to lound such States as Louisiana 
and C anada; to conquer M artinique, Guadeloupe 
and tne M auritius, or to battle for em pire In India, 
under such chiefs as uuplelx or Lallv-Tollendal, 
against the English. 
But nowadays the younger 
French son, who iuberlts as m uch as the elder, 
sees no reason for em igrating. So long as he has 
enough to live ou In decent case he prefers staying 
at home to running the risks of foreign adventure. 
To him It m atters Uttle w hether the French name 
dies out over three-quarters of the globe lor w ant 
of colonists; and It would be strange If It did, lo r' 
em igrants have seldom been driven by sentim ents, 
but by necessity. If the French rentier can eke out 
his small Income by a salary lu one of the Innum er­ 
able governm ent posts he 1 egards himself as a 
prosperous man, and all th a t rem ains for him to 
do 18 to look out for a wife having Just as much or 
as little property as himself, and to begin ilviug 
forthw ith as If his Income were twice w hat it 
really is. 
FRENCH THRIFT. 
We hear a g reat ueal about French thrift, and the 
quality certainly exists, but under a peculiar lorm. 
Up and down the social ladder Frcuch m en and 
women arc constanty pinching them selves out of 
the necessities of life In order to boy showy lu x ­ 
uries. They will ea t inferior m eat so as to go to 
the theatre, and send their children to cheap and 
unsatisfactory schools In order to run a carriage. 
They will save money, too, for the purpose of 
gam bling on ’Change w ith debenture bonds, bear­ 
ing 10 per cent interest, and If these bonds turn 
out to be w orth less than the paper on which they 
arc printed, the ow ners of these bills none the less 
declare them selves to be cjipltalists and be re­ 
puted so by th eir acquaiutalnces. 
Fathom a 
F renchm an’s fortune and you will always find a 
shtlty ground of weedy scrip; lor the point Is not 
to g et stocks and shares which bring «mall, though 
steady, retu rn s, but to obtain possession of a class 
of paper which looks valuable, and may, possibly, 
by some m iracle, prove so in the end. Everywhere 
the straining after effect is discernible. The small 
employe, the struggling professional m an, the me­ 
chanic, all try to look and Live like the few men 
who have really big incomes, and in proportion as 
these big Incomes break up and get dissem inated, 
we have a gradual dim inution in the num ber of 
those who are still so content to seem w hat they 
actually are; th at is, neeily workingm en. 
In lacl, 
the fortunes of Frenchm en are last tending to a 
general level of medJocrUy; while on the o tner 
hand the taste for luxuries, which should properly 
belong to the rich, rem ains universal and all 
absorbing. Now, to m eet this taste, all so rts of 
trades are kept In activity—trades 
in 
sham 
Jewelry, furs, sham works of art, pinchbeck furni­ 
ture, im itation m arbles, third rate silks—in lact. the 
thousand trades which fill the m arkets w ith what 
the French them selves call camelote and Ameri­ 
cans shoddy. French trade has been rapidly de­ 
p red atin g for some years past into the production 
of little else but shoddy, and when the political 
Leavens are still and Freni liincn feci lUcy can 
dance and disjiort them selves In all security, then 
tlie shoddy trade becomes a roaring trade. 
But 
alter a short space of time, which may vary from 
two years to live—b ut never exceeds this limit— 
the whole nation got to feel th at they have 
beeu 
going 
the 
pace 
too 
last; and 
then 
the 
first 
political 
clond 
Is 
eagerly 
seized 
upon as a pretc.xl for retreucliliig. 
It is in m ost 
cases but a m ere pretex t. I’coplo are not really 
concerned about the political troubles which may 
be im pending, but they are delighted to find an 
excuse lor shutting up thclr drawing rooms, ccas- 
tbg tu give diiincra, and ceasing to dross them 
selves lu expouslve bnt trum pery gewgaws. Tney 
say, ‘‘It Is tmi ossiblo to buy anythlug, even so 
much as a bonnet or an a m chair, while a revolu­ 
tion may overtake us at any m om ent,” and the p er­ 
son appealed to answ ers, “ ym ie impossible.” 
So 
th at by degrees the cry spreads over the laud, “ It is 
quite impossible to buy auythlng—quite Impos­ 
sible,” and the shoddy trades gel so depressed 
th at shopkeepers troop offto the Bankruptcy Court 
by the thonsands, and com m erce ts said to be in 
a com plete stagnation.

saves up a little, and prepares for a ircsh burst of 
cxuavaoR A ie.

two years, and u u probable tnat beiore long peo­

be 
born 
who 
would 
crush 
the 
head 
of 
the serpent,” and satisfy by His death the offended 
Justice of God. Tne p atriarchs A bjaham , Isaac and 
Jacob bad been told of tue prom ised Messiah, aud 
the trad itio n s of nations supported th at promise 
and preserved its authenticity Intact. The prophets 
Isaiah and Daniel foretold it to the people of Israel 
in tn eir prophecies and m entioned even the speci­ 
fied tim e at which the Saviour would be burn, and 
told them th at His nam e would bu Em m anuel, 
wiuch m eant God Is w ltn thee. The «-vangeilsis, 
who were the dUclples of our Lord after His com­ 
ing upon earth, and who were m ost closely con­ 
nected in thU relationship with Him, also w rote of 
Him and of the m iracles and w onders He p er­ 
form ed. 
All tniB w ent to prove, the very rev­ 
erend preacher said, th a t we celebrated the an ­ 
niversary of tne b irth of the Son of God as 
a fact 
which 
was In itself 
Incontrovertible 
and which was acknowledged as such by the uni­ 
versal world. He then described the circum stances 
of the Saviour's birth, in lowliness and poverty, in 
Bethlehem oi Judea, and specified tne great mys­ 
tery of the Incarnation of the son of God as the 
foundation stone of the Christian religion. 
He 
lastly advised his congregation to go In sp irit to 
the scene of our Lord’s nativity, and present there, 
w ith the three shepherds, the homage and offerings 
ol their h earts aud souls In faith and love to tlio 
Infant Jesus, the King of km gs, their Saviour, 
ttielr Redeem er and their Judge. 
A lter concluding his very eloquent discourse 
Very Kev. Vicar General (jnitin said th at the 
coUecUons at all the m asses were to be given lor 
the support of 1,400 orphans, and appealed to the 
generosity of the congregation. The splendlu and 
inipressive cerem onies w ere finally brought to a 
clo»e by the adm inistration of the Papal benedic­ 
tion by the Most Kev. ArchbUhop McGloskey.

In 
Forty-acventn street, near Lexington avenue, yes­ 
terday m orning, a t half-pafit ten, w ere of a very 
interesting, solemn and Im pressive dcscrlntlon. 
The c.ongregatioa was n o t so large as It usually is, 
although th ere was a large num ner p resent. Fattier 
M orrill officiated alone on this occasion, and was 
assisted by a large corps ol choristers, under the 
direction of the m usic m aster, Mr. A lberti, whoso 
selections w ere of the highest order and finest 
description, and all very appropriate. 
Most of the 
miLHlc sang w as of his own com position. Several 
of the pieces were unexreptlonably fine, especially

As to the Holy 
Oiiost. better, probably, the Holy Spirit, every man 
had th at in his own breast, and to tnru aw ay th at 
godUke quaUty from one’s

constlluted a sin beyond forgiveness here or here­ 
after.

The g reat festival of the nativity was celebrated 
a t this church with all the pomp, solem nity and 
gran d eu r th at characterizes the tru e Catholic ob­ 
servance of g re at feasts. The altars were alm ost 
bidden in a forest of evergreens and a conserva­ 
tory of flowers, and hundreds of tap ers m ade the 
■anctoarv refulgent w ith light. The body of tbe 
church was festooned w ith evergreens, and tbo 
chim es rang o u t m errily for the vast congregation 
th a t atten d ed tbe nolemn high mass. 
The first 
C hristm as m ass took place at m idnight, and was 
followed by m any otliers, unUl the tones of tbe 
organ In the “Adeste fldeles” announced tbe com­ 
m encem ent of hlgn mass. 
The mus leal portion of 
the services was m ost interesting. 
M. Ix>uU Da- 
chaiier, the organist, has for years enjoyed the 
highest reputation In Europe and Am erica as com­ 
poser and virtuoso. 
His best work, a m ass w ritten 
speciaUy for the aedlcatlon of St. Ann’s church, 
th ree years ago, was selected by him to do honor 
to tbe fesuval of yesterday. The soip choir, con- 
sU ting of Mile. C orradi, Mile. Oomlen, H err Pfloeger 
and Signor Succlo, w as stren g th en ed by a chorus. 
The m ass U a very rem arkable compusttlon, 
uniting the severe religious character of the old 
Italian school w ith the m ost vivid dram atic effects 
iu the illustratloa of the sublim e words of the mass. 
Those effects are nrm cipally produced by a rare 
BklU In the use of contrapuntal cbangf-s, which Icud 
co u s u u t variety to the work w ithout m arring the 
gravity and sim plicity of the general treatm en t. 
It would be difficult lu point to aootlier work ol the 
m odern school of church music in which the h ar­ 
monies are so startlin g , diversified and yet in 
strict accordance wltn fuudam eutal laws. Ih e 
“Kyrie” com m ences witn a grave instrum ental 
phrase, lollowed by a roll ol the tjm panl, ending 
with a supplicatory phrase lor the voices. The 
“G hrlste” IS a conlraU o solo (song with luteiiso 
expression by Mile. Gomien) In the old style of 
solemn chant, but enriched with harm onies in 
ttie accom piinim ent of the m ost elabórale charac­ 
ter. 
i h f m odulations all through this nuintier are 
both novel and effective. 
A laniarc of brass Instrum ents nshors in the 
"G loria,” the voices giving the word “Oiorla'’ pian­ 
issimo a strange effect, '/iie faniare Is repeated in 
a different kev, and the ii emolo of the strings 
gives A peculiar coiorlug to the words “in exceisis 
Deo,’’ and the first oxiUiaiil phrase Is reached in 
“ Ijiudam us Te;.” The voices die away, p. p., m the 
w uids “iienedicimuH Te,” alter some Ingonloiis 
unxliiialious are conveyed in the Insiruriieuiation. 
The soprano then sinus “ Gratias Aglmiis.” a solo 
full o f devotional spirit, and the word “Omnlpo- 
ten s” Is thundered forth by tbe chorus. 1 he mys­ 
tery or God m ade m an, "Domine, Fill unlgenlic,” 
IB announced by a recitative in a m inor key for 
tlie soprano, and abonmM In Instrum ental enliar- 
riionic changes, very difficult lor the voioe, as It 
leads from one key to the o th er oi the m ost oppf>- 
site klinl. 
“(Qul loHls” Is a dialogue between the 
male aud female voices, the eiioct neiiig sim itar to 
th at protinced by a proccs.sion of moiixs and nnns 
chanting alternately the words “ Who lak esi away 
the sins ot the world.”

THE SERMON. 
A fter the singing of the above carol Rev. Dr. 
Samuel Cooke, tue rector, preached a brief but 
appropriate discourse from the te x t M atthew, IL, 
11—“ And w hen they w ere come Into the house they 
saw the young child w ith Mary, bis m other, and 
feUdown and w orshipped him ; and when they 
had opened th eir treasures they p resented unto 
him gifts—gold and frankincense aud m yrrh.” 
He began by draw ing a co n trast betw een the

unknow n future of ordluary infants. 
He then 
described tb e wise men as tbe exponents of all tbe 
culture aud learnlug of the time. 
These, seeing 
beyond the bumble birth of Jesus, His great dis- 
liny, kneeled Beiore Him and presented to Him 
princely gilts. 
Their prescuto were symbolical in 
th eir character. 
The Inceuse represented adora­ 
tio n ; the gold, trib u te; while th e my rrh w as a;token 
of life and death. 
The advent of Christ was the 
fulfilment of a prophecy. 
Hi» birth is the only one 
about which tb e whole of hum anity takes an in­ 
terest. 
The revesend speaker concluded by ob­ 
serving th a t tbe wise m en n o t only brought their 
adoration, b u t presents also, and th at ibia was the 
tru e Christlauity, not only to believe, but to act. 
In beaveu Christ will have som ctbing to say to 
them lor their gifts to Him in Bethlehem.

ImprcssiTe Ceremonies and a Masieal 
P ageant—F ath er W lrth Un Christ the 
Redeemer and Greatest Reformer—The 
Fate o f W oald-Be Reformers. 
Long before daw n of yesterday tbe m assive ed- 
Iflcc of the R edem ptorlst Fathers, in Thtnl street, 
was filled to Us utm ost canacity by an euthuslasuc 
throng of parishioners, who had salUed forth irom 
tbelr abodes at the first chim ing of the bells to cel­ 
ebrate anew tbe glorloas festival of Christm as. 
The Germ an hearts of tbe m nltltude seemed to be 
as much aglow as the stately chnrch Itocdf, which 
shone Uke a tem ple of fire. 
The high altar was 
ablaze with huudreds of gas jcto and candles 
flickering am ong boughs of evergreens and ex» 
quihite flowers, and shedding rays or new beauty 
upon the glitterin g banners and pictures along the 
walls. On one of the banners were em blazoned

At the last mgSH yesiei day tiieir director and 
organist, Dr. P. M. Leinlnger, broagiit their lull 
pow ers into play.

Of m en. Hence no system of reform m at is identi­ 
fied with the passtous, o r th at is not in direct 
oppositloD to the passions, can be oi Christ. As 
Ho took upon Himself the tusk ot retorni He cer­ 
tainly is adequate to th a t task, and no m an has 
the right to attem p t reiorm w ithout Christ, who is 
ever p resen t w ith nts Church, lu every age meu 
have undertaken reform , but their system s crnm- 
bied w ith them selves, because they attem pted to 
do w ithout Christ. 
Most ot the European govern­ 
m ents are trying to Inaugurate relorm s m couso- 
nance w ltn m en’s passions. They will certainly 
failed. 
Even some of those who 
fall as others have :

Che usual e x tra bill ol fare, and for the flrst time 
In .rears the prisoners, the insane, the sick and the 
feeble p a t In a Christm as th at will long be rem em ­ 
bered as one th at bronght them neither choice 
viands nor pleasant rem em brances th a t they were 
not forgotten by those those who have them In 
tb elr keeping. The failure of the Commlasionera 
to provide the usual Christm as cheer, on the plea 
of eoonomy, was severely denounced by the occu- 
panU of the Institutions, and criUctsed by the visi­ 
tors. who expected to find th a t some attem p t would 
be made to soften the hardships of prison and 
Hospital Ufe by the expenditure of a-Iew hundred 
dollars a t least ouce a year. The form er Commls- 
•ionera used to lurnlsh an e x tra din n er of fowl, 
podding, cake, Ac., on every hoUday—New Y ear’s, 
Christmas, the Fourth of July and Thanksgiving— 
yet not a dollar has been expended for this pur­ 
pose this year br the new Commission. The old 
OonunlBslon perm itted the free transportation of 
th e poor to the Islands on the Commissioners’ 
■teamers to see thetr Irlends; but the new ones, 
not satisfied w ith cutting off the C hristm as dinner 
o f th e poor, actually charge 30 cents for each p er­ 
son vlsltlDg the islands, to carry any little delicacy 
to a sick parent, brother or sister. This is a higher 
ra te of lare than is charged on tho railroads or on 
any or the river steam ers to the travelling pubUc, 
and yesterday visitors freely expressed tho opinion 
th a t the Comml-ssion was unduly oppre.sslng the 
poor instead of benefliting them. N otw ithstand­ 
in g the parsim ony of the Commissioners, the In­ 
m ates of a tew 01 the Institutions were m ade happy 
by the olUcers thereof.

For the purpose 01 driving those al­ 
ready Lssued out oi circulation the act should fix 
an early day—say within sixty days from Its pas­ 
sage—when all not presented on or beiore tn at 
day should be paid only in lawful money, aud pro­ 
vide tn at at the expiration of the time so fixed all

C A PTC K E o f All ESCAPED n iR D E R R R .

Joseph Baker (white), who at the last term of 
the Circuit Court was convicted and sentenced to 
be hanged on Friday, December 19, lor the m urder of 
Newton wntoDg, colored, but who made his escapo 
from the County Jail a t this place on the nlgbli of 
Derenibcr 12, was captured in W atauga county. In 
this Btatc, 1« miles from the Tennessee line, by M. 
M. Clark and IL A. Coleman, of Caldwell connty, 
who arrived hero with Baker in custody last night. 
Coleman m et Baker Wednesday last about ono 
mile from the village of Lenoir. He inquired about 
the roads, saying he desired to go to W ashington 
county. Tennessee, giving his name as Jones, from 
Wilmington, N. C. 
Baker, alias Jones, was carry­ 
ing a double-barrelled gun a t the time. Coleman 
returned to Lenoir next m orning, and serin g a 
copy of the Governor’s proolam auon oflenng a 
reward 
for 
Baker’s 
apprehension, 
tbonght 
from the description th at Jones was the man 
Uigt WM w aaiaq. and. ;getting Clark to join 


ing.

one Slews for the uigbL They gained adm ittance 
to the house and to bis room, and, after having 
secured bis sevon-shooler, for which he had ex ­ 
changed his gun, they awoke lUm, and informed 
him be was a prisoner. Ue demanded to know 
upon what charge and their authority for making 
the arriteL He was mfurmed be would know in 
due um e. Alter securing him they charged him 
W ith being Baker, who bad broken jail at Char­ 
lotte. This be denied, rem arking that be had 
heard of Baiter’s escape, and expressiug himself as 
willing to accompany them, and assuring them 
th at be could establish his Ideutity as Jones, of 
W ilmington, on his arrival at Loiioir. 
He was so calm aud collected and withal ap- 
parenUy anxious to accompany them that they 
thought they bad got hold ol the wrong man, and 
even once thought of releasing him, but concluded 
to bring him uioiig. On a n lviug at Lenoir oue 
Montgomery recognized him as Baker, and ac­ 
costed him with, “Hello, Joe, w hat’s up 7” This 
conlused and unnerved him. 
He then confessed 
to being Baker, and said li he had had warning of 
their adm ittance to the house, or If an attem pt at 
his capture had been made in the road, be would 
have died in lus tracks before he would have aur- 
rundered. 
lie has been returned to his old quarters in the 
jail, being Heciirely ironed, 
rhe Governor, hearing 
of his escape, sent the wherlff a respite until Frf- 
day. January 2, ou which dav, if ho does not again 
escape, he will he executed. Coleman and Clark 
got the $600 rew ard lor his apprehension.
